B EHIND one of the most dramatic 
and Important momenta in the 
annnla of the American people, 
lo which Ahrahnm Lincoln and Gen¬ 
eral Grant were the chief actors, there 
Is an appealing human ator.v that to 
this day remains virtually unknown. It 
Is revealed in obscure and priceless 
original documents, says u writer In 
the Washington Post. 

The event to which the yellowing 
manuscripts relate Is the appointment 
of Grant as lieutenant general in com¬ 
mand of all the Union forces In the 
<*vll war, an epochal step taken by 
President Lincoln more than 70 years 
ago. 

Lincoln had watched with Increasing 
satisfaction the military record of the 
stocky and taciturn Grant. With the 
victories at Vicksburg anil Chattanooga, 
the President reached the decision to 
place him in command of all the Union 
armies. To this resolve Lincoln held 
despite extreme pressure from numer¬ 
ous disaffected elements. 

Grant was culled to the White House 
and told of the President's Intention. 
Lincoln called Grant aside and toll] him 
he understood the general's "dread of 
public speaking." and In order to make 
things a bit easier on that score, he, 
the President, had written out "the few 
lines" he intended to say to Grant on 
the occasion of the formal delivery of 
tlie appointment. 

With characteristic breadth of vision, 
Lincoln urged Grant to say something 
in reply which not

that of the Grant acceptance is quite 
faded, barely legible. 

This, incidentally, is among the rela¬ 
tively few pieces of Grautlana and Liu- 
coluianii still kept in the Grant family 
here.

salesman. And It came from others 
who struck holier-than-thou attitudes. 

llut Lincoln was not interested in 
Grant's past nor in his personal habits 
As the Chief Executive, Lincoln was 
interested in just one thlug—the win¬ 
ning of the wur to preserve the federul 
union. Lincoln had tried many leaders 
to gain that end—beginning with .Mc¬ 
Clellan and running the gamut of the 
llurnsides and the Hookers and others 
almost too numerous to mention. 

Grant gave the dispirited North Its 
first thrill when he captured Fort Don- 
elson, and when his answer to the Con¬ 
federate General Buckner became pub¬ 
lic, he was known to every urchin as 
"Unconditional Surrender" Giant. He 
wrote to Buckner: 

“No terms except unconditional and 
Immediate surrender can he accepted. 1 
1 propose to move Immediately upon 
your works." 

Grant's successes In the West were 
in striking contrast to the decidedly 
poor showing made by the commanders 
In the EasL Lincoln watched Grant ull 
through the years of 1862 and 1863. 
Knowing full well the criticism which 


T HE memorial to Abraham Lincoln 
in the National Capital Is com¬ 
posed of four features—a statue 
of the man, u memorial of his Gettys¬ 
burg address, a memorial of his sec¬ 
ond Inaugural address and a symbol 
of the Union of the United States—the 
four things which the martyred Presi¬ 
dent held were his paramount objects. 

From the memorial to the west 
reaches a bridge, linking the nutlon’s 
tribute to its Civil war President with 
the home of Gen. Itobert E. Lee, mili¬ 
tary leader of the Confederacy.

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Tlie Cumpbellsvtlle soil experiment 
field which is maintained by the 
Kentucky exjterltnent station offers 
an example of practical soil improve¬ 
ment and conservation Work be¬ 
gan mi It in 1919. A three-year ro- 
i at ion of corn, wheat and mixed le¬ 
gumes was used To one piece of 
.and has been applied four tons of 
limestone in 17 years since the work 
was started, and an average of 175 
pounds of 19 percent superphosphate 
per acre year. Tills land has produced 
a yearly acre average of 57 bushels 
of corn. Beginning in 1929. manure 
was applied for corn at approximate¬ 
ly one ton per acre for each ton of 
croiis harvested in the rotation. The 
land that lias received neither lime 
nor phosphate hut lias been manured 
according to tile plan just stated, has 
produced an average of 29 bushels of 
corn. 

If a farmer needs l.ooti bushels of 
corn, notes Prof. George Roberts, he 
could produce it on Is acres under the 
first plan of treatment, whereas he 
would have to cultivate 35 acres un¬ 
der tile second plan. Under the first 
plan lie could have 17 acres more in 
good grass and legumes for soil im- 


LABRADOR “MENUS” 

IS FOOD PROBLEM 


In Labrador the question Is never 
how to eat but usually what, an 1 

mo limes even whether, to eat. Edith 
P.oden describes tlie food problems of 
:lie Labrador housewife in "Cupboards 
n Labrador" In Ilygein, the Health 
Magazine. 

The culinary problem of titis north¬ 
ern housewife Is divided Into three 
parts; securing food, storing it and 
preparing it. Since there are so few 
■ tores the Inhabitants must look to tlie 
sen for their food, not only as pantry 
but as highway. Trading vessels come 
into the coves perhaps twice during 
tlie summer. Tlie year's supply of ne¬ 
cessities Is usually obtained in barter 
for one season’s catch of fish, a far 
more common medium of exchnnge 
than currency. 

Among tlie main nrtieles of Labra¬ 
dor diet other than fish are home¬ 
grown beets, turnips, cabbages, pota¬ 
toes which are a little bluish from 
the soil, salt pork and molasses, and 
berries. Pastries nre made without 
benefit of eggs, sugar, shortening or 
flavoring.

The college of agriculture lias 
revised its leaflet dealing with dor¬ 
mant sprays for fruit trees.

Reducing costs docs not necessarily 
mean spending less; it may mean 
spending mere. It means economical 
and officii in spending throughout the 
year. Costs can be reduced by spend- 
lug wh'i fy for good seeds, fertilizer 
and feecils. 


Choose fertile, well-drained ~oil for 
tobacco, a clover sod is perhaps best. 
Break the land a> early as possible, 
especially if soil. Time <pent in put¬ 
ting the land in the best possible con¬ 
dition usually pays well. 


NO SUBSTITUTE 


To farm families, there is im siili- 
stitutc for plenty of milk and eggs in 
the diet, as they can be procured 
rather easily and cheaply. The young 
er children, as well as those of school 
age, should have a quart of milk and 
all egg daily. Nutrition courses in the 
home economics department .1 the 
college of agriculture, university of 
Kentucky, stress the use of these 
two foods as growtii-promotiug and 
Increasing resistance to disease. 

As u standard seven quarts of 
fresh whole milk .should be pri \ ideil 
weekly for every child under 2 years 
of age, and one to three quarts, for 
adults, if adults use skim mill; in¬ 
stead of whole, extra blitter should 
be Used, to supply vitamins removed 
with hutterfut. One quart of milk 
daily for a child under 7 veurs old 
Will safeguard him as to the amount 
of protein needed. Later, other foods 
such as eggs or lean meat an an 


So much lias been heard, especially 
in recent years, about city workers 
moving to tlie country to make a part 
of their living from the land, that the 
recently published bulletin of tin* 
Kentucky agricultural experiment 
station, reporting a study of part-time 
farming families, should he of wide 
interest. 

Good roads, cheap automobile* and 
unfavorable conditions for many city 
dwellers have served to create inter¬ 
est in tlie part-tin e fnrminr huck-to- 
’ h.—Iiiiiil idea. 

Tlie Kentucky study deals with 329 
families living near Louisville, 
Lexington, Richmond, Corbin and 
Barhourville. Each family produced 
a part of its living from the acreage 
ir occupied while tile head worked 
in town or at some other occupation 
than farming. 

While many factors were studied 
by the investigators, their summary 
indicates that chief advantages in 
tlie part-time farming plan were 
found in the contributions of gardens, 
cows null chickens, plus cheap relit. ( 
Receipts from sales of produce added 
little to the cash income of the 
family. 

Many of the families that had I 
moved out of the larger cities had 
dune no because they liked to live in j 
the country and wished to have more 
room for their children.

Araucanians Descendants 

of One of Earlier Races 

Centered around Temuco in the 
“Swiss” district of Chile Is a settle¬ 
ment of about 100,000 Araucantsns. 
They are descendants of one of the 
early races which the Spaniards found 
upon their nrrival In the southern con¬ 
tinent. During the time of the con¬ 
quest those Indians were an aggres¬ 
sive. warlike people who successfully 
withstood tlie attacks of Invaders and 
held the distinction of being one of the 
few unconquornble tribes on the con¬ 
tinent.

Canada Leads in Nickel Output 

For years, the chief source of plat¬ 
inum has been the Ural mountains in 
Russia, hut it now seems as though 
Uamida takes first place In this field, 
says the White Metal News Letter.

per-nickel ores from the Sudbury 
(Ont.) district. 


Reason for a Mile 

Ilow many yards in a mile? Seven¬ 
teen hundred and sixty—that’s right. 
But that Is an odd number of yards, 
Isn't It? Why not, say, 1.S00 yards? 
It's like this. Up to the time of Eliza¬ 
beth we used the Roman mile of 1,000 
paces ("mile” conies from the Latin 
for thousand), and each pace was reck¬ 
oned ns roughly five feet. But the 
people In various parts measured the 
thousand paces differently, states Pear¬ 
son's Weekly, of London. To end the 
confusion that resulted, an English 
mile was introduced—consisting of 
eight furlongs, or furrow-longs, from 
the length of a furrow made on farm 
land. Those furlongs were 220 yards 
Ion, so we got our 1,700-yard mile.

Thp title, "Jesus Helps a Doubter," 
given by the lesson committee, Is not 
j a good one. John was not a doubter, 

1 though somewhat perplexed. Jesus 
specifically defends him against such 
a charge (see Matt. 11:7-ll as well as 
the present text). It Is to be hoped 
that no teacher will perpetuate this 
error. John was a great man. In an¬ 
nouncing his birth the ntigel said, “He 
shall be great In the sight of the 
Lord." He was grent. also, when meas¬ 
ured by the standards of men. In 
teaching this lessor a survey should 
be made of John's life nnd work. 

I. John's Birth and Ministry Fore¬ 
told (Isa. 40:3; cf. Matt. 3:3). 

He was thought about and his work 
planned long before he was born. He 
came ns God's messenger. 

II. John’s Character. 

1. Humble (Luke 3:4). no did not 
seek human praise nnd commenda¬ 
tion, hut shrank from them. Ills su¬ 
preme concern was to proclaim Christ 

2. Courageous (Luke 3:7). He 
faced a great multitude nnd struck 
hard at their sins. He did not trim 
fiis message to suit the crowd. 

III. John's Preaching (Luke 3:3-8). 

1. He sounded forth a ringing call 
to repentance (vv. 3-0). Suddenly 
emerging from his seclusion, he enme 
into the region of the Jordan as a mes¬ 
senger of God. calling upon the people 
to repent as a means of preparation 
for thp coming of the Messiah. 

2. He demanded proofs of pen¬ 
itence (vv. 7, 8). He Insisted that 
their false prophets had to he aban¬ 
doned, their sinful hearts had to he 
renovated, showing them that the vile 
passions of their souls must be up¬ 
rooted. The turning of u soul from slu 
to God, was necessary. 

IV. John Sent a Deputation to 
Jesus (Luke 7:111-23). 

1. Their question (v. 19. 20). “Art 
thou he that should come? or look 
we for another?" Because John did 
not see the interval between the suffer¬ 
ings of Christ and the glory tliut 
should follow—between the cross of 
Christ and Ills second coming—he was 
perplexed; therefore, he sent a deputa¬ 
tion to Jesus for light. This perplexity 
was not something culpable in John lie 
ruuse the prophets did not see, or at 
least did not make clear, the interval 
between the crucifixion of Christ und 
his second coming. Tlie Messiah, he 
knew, had to be the I/iinb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world (John 1 :20). The trend of 
events puzzled him. It wus not a lack 
of faith, but confusion of mind, that 
prompted bis inquiry. There were 
two lines of predictions concerning 
the Messiah; the one set him forth 
us the suffering One, us In Isaiah 33; 
the other as un Invincible conqueror, 
as in lsulnli 03. Indeed, In Isaiah 00:1, 

2 the two are Joined together (Luke 
4:17-20). 

2. Jesus' action (v. 21). In that 
same hour, doubtless In the presence 
of John's disciples, Jesus cured many 
of their infirmities and plagues, and 
of evil spirits, and to many that were 
blind he gave sight. 

3. Jesus' message to John (vv. 22, 
23). Jesus 8-aid to them, “Go your 
wuy, and tell John what things ye have 
seen und heard." 

V. Jesus' Defense of John (Luke 
7:24-28). 

1. He declared that John was not 
vacillating like u reed swayed by the 
wind (v. 24). 

2. John was not doubting becuuse 
of the hardship of prison life (v. 25). 

3. John was not a mistaken prophet 
(vv. 25-28). He makes John equal to 
the greatest of the Old Testament 
prophets by declaring that among those 
horn of women there huth not arisen 
a greuter prophet than John. 

4. The response of the people (v. 
29). The people who heard this de¬ 
fense, even the publicans, accepted 
It as a vindication of John. They Justi¬ 
fied God. They not only accepted the 
vindication, but were baptized with 
the baptism of John. 

VI. John’s Martyrdom (Mark 6:14- 

20 ). 

While John was In prison Herod 
had frequent Interviews with him. 
John boldly told him that It wus un¬ 
lawful for him to huve his brother's 
wife. He did not mince matters even 
with a king. This so enraged the 
licentious Uerodlus tbut she cuused 
his death.

Tumor, Bumblefoot, Corns, 
Common in Poultry Flock 

It Is a common thing to find upon 
the feet of old fowls enlargements of a 
rather hard nature that apparently 
give the bird no trouble. At times, 
according to un authority In the Rural 
New-Yorker, such growths or tumors 
become -soft and display a formation 
of pus within, then opening and be¬ 
coming abscesses. The majority of 
these tumors need no treatment, as 
they do not progress and do not Injure 
the fowl. If, however, they open, they 
may he treated like any other abscess, 
given free opening with a sharp blade, 
that they may discharge their contents, 
l>e syringed out dally with a mild an¬ 
tiseptic solution and the bird kept upon 
clean, soft litter until healing occurs. 
Some of these abscesses, however, are 
of a tubercular nature and not curable 
by any simple means. 

These simple tumors—and any en¬ 
largement of n localized nature upon 
or within the body Is a "tumor"— 
produce a condition called "bumble- 
foot.’’ Some Injury to the foot, such 
as might be caused by Jumping from 
a high perch to a hard floor, or an In¬ 
jury from scratching, Is assumed to be 
a frequent cause, though, where pus 
formation occurs, there must also be 
an Infection by pus forming germs 
from within or without. "Corns" also 
occur upon the feet of fowls. When 
hard and evidently painless, these for¬ 
mations need give the owner of the 
bird no concern.

Treating Wattle Disease 

Wattle Infection, or edema of the 
wattles, Is caused by nn organism that 
lives In the soil, neconling to II. M. 
Scott, Kansas State college poultry- 
man. The Infection causes the wat¬ 
tles to become filled with a fluid. In 
some Instances, they reach huge pro-, 
portions. Death may result. The 
most practical way of dealing with 
the problem Is to cut off the wattles 
with scissors and apply a dusting pow¬ 
der to prevent bleeding. The powder 
should be made of equal parts of 
calomel and powdered burned alum. 


Chicken-Killing Cats 

A eat that Is a good mouser and rat¬ 
ter and will not molest young poultry 
Is Invalunble about a poultry plant. 
One that kills chickens can do an 
enormous amount of damage. The 
average cat of this character will take 
two chickens of several weeks of age 
a day, and a greater number of smaller 
chicks, as long ns It 1ms the oppor¬ 
tunity to do so. Some of them are 
very sly ubout It. Often the wrong 
cut is suspected and sometimes the 
losses continue after the supposed of¬ 
fender is killed.
